Good Ii^teutions- 

It is said of a certain place -whicli 
Bliall be nameless that it is paved with 
good intentions. There would appear 
to bo too much reason to fear that the 
sam6 thing may be said of the Execu- 
liy'o ' Chamber across James' Bay. 
Several articles have appeared in this 
jovirual pointing out the Bhamoful pro- 

j^^^astination of the Executive in regard 
to currying out the recommendations 
of the Legislature upon the subject 
of immigration. Wincing xmdor the 
last of these articles, Ministers hastened 

-to an npunce through the columns of 
their organ that an Agent-General 
.^Jia3|bepn appointed in England and 

fihttJi(ftfti-4s^f^t "is about to bo appoint- 
ed" at San Francisco. Although it is 
j^g^gg^t'of 'pur present object to deal 

...;\sit^. thQ personal qualilications of the 
gentlemen named for those positions, 
it may bo remarked on passant that no 
better selection than that of Mr. 
Sproat coGldj.-. well have been 
made. As for the other, we are not 
"aware of any special claims or qualifi- 
cations ho may possess f or the position. 
Itifl notimpossiblo, however, that abriof 
ofHciftl experience in British Columbia 
constituted asufficient recommendation 
in-the'eySsJof -an official-ridden Minis- 
try, What we desire particularly to 
point out now is the fact that these 
pretended and intended appointments 
fail to meet the case. It will have been 
seen from the Committee's report 

.. which we published the other day, that 
tfad' flfet'dUliyof the Government was 
to organize a local Board of Immigra- 
,tiop to deal generally with the subject; 
to oIj tain, publish and circidato such 
information respecting the country, 

,_'-and touso a sum, not exceeding ?4,000, 

' for these objects. The burden of our 
comj^aint ihlat, although the most 
•^A^^SlM&aart^'was imposed by the Legis- 
lature, in order that the then approach- 
ing seaBon might not be lost, nearly 
SSVEN months have been allowed to 
Sip without the verj- first steps being 
taken! And now, when the harvest is 
past and the summer is ended, the 
public a^eied to expect that ceiiain 
Agent^ mil" be appointed. To do what ? 

• TO'i' duty 'df the San Francisco agent, 
one might presume, would bo to circu- 

8ialQ throughout the Pacific States and 
'4?erritorieB such reliable information 
respecting this Province as might be 
; fluppUtd tohim, — such, for instance, as 
the pamphlet the Government was in- 
structed to have in the hands of tho 
Immigi'tttion Board in one month fjom 

■ the date of tho advertisement inviting 
competition which was to be immediate. 

""But, lidfirtanatply, that pamphlet has 
not yet made'' its appearance 1 The 
dutio? of tho Agent-General will not 
be very dissimilar. Tet, of what prac- 
tical utdity are these agencies, without 
tho necessary material to work upon ? 
But we nuist be permitted to question 
the existence of any very urgent neces- 

. wty for -the appointment of the latter 
agent. Tho Uominion, as a whole, is 
represented in the old country by an 

""jlgent-General , provided with fully or- 

• ganized and equipped machinnry cajja- 
ble of being brought effectively to bear 
upon continental as well as. British 
emigrating communities; and although 

.nibitfiquiteopento a Province to indulge 
in the luxury of an Agent-General of 

■ its own, tho expediency of the Pacific 
Province doing so under present cir- 
cumstances may be open to question. 
The Immigration scheme of the Do- 
minion provides for annual grants to 
i^oqh-^^ovince from the Federal revenue ; 

' flndlFprovidos and contemphitoH tha., 

• "The several Provinces will maintain 
an cfllcient systen^ of Inunigration 
Agency within their respective terri- 
tories, and will connect the same, as 
far as possible, with a liberal policy 

the settlement and colonization of 
'•'thenncultivated lands therein." But 
it also provides that "Each Province 
will disseminate such informaticui as it 
may deem requisite for the advance- 
ment of Immigration; and to that end 
will furnish to the Department of Af,'ri- 

■ ' culture, and tp tho Iimnigiiitiou 
Agents of the Dominion, full informa- 
' tion as to its system of settleniont and 
colonization; tho lands assigned for free 
grants to settlers, if any, and the con- 
ditions of such grants; and all other 
information, and all documents deemed 
requisite for tho advancement of Immi- 
gration." Now, it would appear from 
those facts and extracts that the Gov- 
. eriunent of this Province have abstain- 
■ ed from doing anything until tho pro- 
per season had passed; and now, when 
too late, they propoco doing the things 
there is really no necessity for doing, 
and lbaving undone those most essen- 
tihl things which they ou'fht to have 

.i>"dono seven months ago. Instead of 

• •'••utilizing tho very comprehoiiHive and 
, coniploto Innnigiatio'i inac^hine -j' jjro- 
vided by the Dominion for the use and 
'•Ibeildfit'of every Province, and towards 

I hathe 'maintenance of which this Province 
must coutributo its full quota, whotlier 
it uses that maclunorj- or not, it in ac- 
tually proposed thatlBritish Columbia 
shall spurn Fodo.al clTort ami aid,— 
eutMjing tho European Emigration 
markets with its own agencies and at 
its own charges; and that, too, as has 
boon seen, without either providing 
tho necessary machinery at homo or 
supplying tho necossary information 
abroad. Could infatuation be moro 
inoxplif able ? Unfortunately this is

The first Provinoiiil Agrioultr.ral Exlii- 
bition of British Columbia, iindor tho 
atispiccs of tho Farmer's Club, was held 
yesterday. Tho weather -svas delightful 
and theigtouuds ;irere^con.voaieatly sitn- 
ated BO &B<to 1)6 accessible to the residents 
i^o^fiU'^a^, of -the^ city, fin adv^ntago 
that former ^hows ^ave not always pos- 
aossed. Biiekley's Hall, whicli adjuins tlio 
City Pound, ■was used as a rouoptaelo for 
manufactures, vegetables, fruits, fanoy 
•work, etc., whilst theTiPound and adjoin- 
ing lot were filled with live stock, wagons 
and farm implomonts. Tho Hall, which 
had been handsomely decorated b.y Mr. 
Gorrio, wa.s crowded -.vith visitors during 
tho day. Many of the articles on (i.ihibi- 
tion challenged general admiration, but 
in the quality and number of articles ex- 
hibifed^'thejShp'jv'' disappointed jij^, and 
we are sure'thdt that disdppoinifme^t must 
have been shared by all who wore present. 
It is to be regretted that many wlioniight
